race betwien Flying Jib and Robert J,
the track record for pacers was placed
at 2,007 by Robert J, the enthusiasm
was unbounded, The day following
Robert J's  performaues Hal Pointer
reduced the track record to 08, nnd
last year he again reduced it to 2.06,

The experiment of a two weeks
meeting had never been tried until
lnst year, but it then proved so sue-
veseful that it will doubitless become u |
fixed feature of future turf events.
There are numerous advantages in o
two-weeks” meet, One is the saving
in expenses and another is the better
purses that can be offered. For in-
stance, at Butlulo this week, the en-
tire purses list amounts to $75,000, nnd
among the pursee are six of §5,000
each, fifteen of $2,000 euch, =even of
#1,600 eacly, and six of £1,000 each.
These rich purses would be extremely
attractive at any time, but this year,
when a dollar looks as lmrge to the
average horsemen ns two usnally look,
it Is bardly to be wondered at that
they have drawn an entry list which
in numbers runs well up toward 500
and which eontains the pames of the
fastest trotters und pacers of nearly
every state in the union,

position, the engine Leing of 200-horgs
power and makes 175 ravoluiions per
winute.
